THK CANADA QUESTION, 
Continued From No. 18. 

Nothing could well be more scandalous 
tban the mode in which the customs’ rec- 
-eniie, derived from, and therefore the pro¬ 
perty of, Upper equally with Lower Cana~ 
da, was squandered by the House of As.- 
«eml)ly without at all deigning to consult 
the sister province. Numberless had been 
the petitions foi* the formation of improved 
roads and communications on the part of 
the new lownshijis; but, as usual, from 
that quarter they were utterly disregarded. 
So soon as the revenue (the joint revenue) 
grew prosperous however, there was no 
want of alacrity in voting the public money 
for road-making; hut tlien it was for roads 
in the Seignearies, m* the lands of the 
Nation Canadiennef and not for the new 
or Briti.sh settlements, ike British resi¬ 
dents had asked only for roads of general 
litility, the Assembly construc¬ 

ted roads at the public charge, of purely 
local convenience Jor their co?istituetiis. 
Mr. Gale (v. Parliamentary Report) states 
that, in 1815 between L.8000 and L.90 j0, 
and in 1817 L.55,000 of the public money 
was thus lavivslied. Mr. Neilsoii, one of the 
deputies of the House of Assembly to Par~ 
iiament for iheredress of (pretended) griev- 
' ances, states, that since the war, he 
thinks tliere must have been L.100,0X)0 of 
the provincial money spent for roads—all 
for the Seigneuries, it appears—v/liere roads 
were coiitiitioiie<l to he made, and r.llowed 
for, half-a-centifry betore I Uaiieiiy tnere 
have been no appropriations for tliat object 
because the Canadienne roads have been 
jirovided for, and there was no disposition 
to give encouragement to the new seule- 
inents. In the same way the expenses of 
building district gaols were charged upon 
the general revenue, alihough for the accorn- 
jnodatiori of populous towns and districts al¬ 
most exclusively “ Canadienne and this 
to save their own pockets and those of the 
I'reiich habitants, their electors, partially at 
the expense of Upper Canada. On more 
than one occasion also there has ht*en no 
scruple of applying the common fund in aid 
of the exigencies of special districts, always 
of course, jiart and property of the “ 

^ tion Canadienne:' At one timeL.45,000 
was voted to be distributed in loans tor 
the purchase of seed wheat for pool taim- 
ers in the district of Quebec, of the repay¬ 
ment whereof we do not find any account. 
The hahitans electors would surely be the 
most ungrateful of men not to re-elect and 
support spendthrifts so unscrupulous in their 
behalf of the property of other people. So 
also with the monies granted for education. 
Tor years a provision for the purposes of 
general education had been periodically 
pressed upon the attention of thepommous 
House ok AssemTly, by the executive, and 
as often refused or neglected, until the clique 
discoveied in it the means of extending 
their influence with the voters of Trench 
ur.if^in at the .easy rate of a foray upon the 
public puivse. It is easy to be liberal at 
other people’s expense, and the excess and 
the manner in which this liberality was 
exercised in the present instance savours not 
more of prodigality than of cunning. Pre¬ 
vious to 1829 llie amount of monies voted 
for the purposes of education had not excee¬ 
ded L.2500. Messrs. Papineau h Co, had 
held it in signal abhorrence until they could 
tutu it to good account.

'given for its support. Under 
cial act of 1801, provision was made for cer¬ 
tain schools placed under the charge of the 
Royal institution. Etficient masters natu¬ 
rally presided over these schools, selected 
by a Board composed of most respectable 
members of both religions. Having tasted 
ilie sweets of power and jobbing under their 
own project, the Assembly managed, in the 
last session, to place liie schools of the 
Royal Institution under the Elementary 
School Act, in its usual grasping spirit of 
usurpation. It is a fact of importance, 
add the unimpeachable authoiities from 
whom we have tliese details, that in most 
of the schools, instead of Roman and Gre¬ 
cian history, French history is substituted, 
and the political wroks of Trench republican 
writers placed in the hands of the hoys. 
This may be credited, since it is in accor¬ 
dance with the advice contained in the Tab¬ 
leau Statistique—ihe work lieretofore allu¬ 
ded to as published under the auspices of 
the Clique Canadienne —that “ ilie Legis¬ 
lature should allocate L.1200 per annum 
for the education of nfteen young Canadi^ 
ans in Paris and we are told tiiat— Des 
In prochaine Session, la ChanibreW Assern- 
blee devrait voter des fonds pour que des 
professeurs Ir rancais, jeunes et deja disiin^ 
gues, /assent appelles nnssionaires de ces 
sciences a les enseigner a Qeubcc et a Mon¬ 
treal. 

Before putting the finishing stroke to the 
picture of the financial doings of the House 
of Assembly and of the House itself, let 
us take a glance, (our limits will not allow 
of more) at its conduct towards the public 
servants. In impeachments, a proceeding 
of frequent occurrence, with a view to de¬ 
stroy the character of the Bench, encour¬ 
agement is given to every vagabond to ex¬ 
hibit charges against the judiciary and other 
high functionaries. The accusers are usu¬ 
ally practising attorneys of the court over 
which the judge presides, and as the House 
of Assembly is one fourtli part composed 
of these minor limbs of the law, their in¬ 
fluence within its walls may he guessed. 
If an attorney he dissatisfied with a judgment 


appointed to investigate into all alleged 
grievances, and that at such a moment it 
would he well to abstain from discussion. 
They should certainly not promote that 
discussion wdiieh it should he the anxiety 
of all to put an end to. As to the com¬ 
plaint put forward of Mr. Neilson and Mr- 
Walker’s being received by the Colonial 
Secretary,they had been received exactly in 
the same way that the Hon. and learned 
gentleman himself had been received. 
(Hear.) The hofl. and learned gentleman 
complained he was not received as the 
agent of the Assembly, when in fact he 
was so receiv’od, though not as the agent 
of the Province. As to the liberality of 
the last government compared witli the 
present, he would only say, in reply, that 
the general opinion of the liberality of 
tlmse respective governments^ was very 
different from that of the hon. and learn¬ 
ed gentleman, (Cheers.)The lion, and learn¬ 
ed gentleman might know what W’ere ihe iu 
structiona of the former Government to the 
Commission ; that hon. and learned gentle¬ 
man might he in the secrets of the former 
governirsent, he certainly was not in the 
confidence of the present—he did not 
know the instructions it gave to the Com-- 
mishioners, thou-jh the hon. gentleman in¬ 
stituted a comparison between the two ! 
(Hear and cheers.) He deprecated these 
constant discussions upon a subject for 
which every means was taken to produce a 
satisfactory settlement 

Mr. Robinson remarked tliat tlie British 
American Land Company, which Iiad 
been the object of vituperation of the Hon. 
and Learned Gentlema? (Mr. Roebuck), 
was a company instituted under the Ad 
ministration of Lord Godeiicli, and was 
intended to effect the best objects. Now, 
with respect to tliat Com[)any,the Hon. and 
learned gentleman was m this dilemma— 
if he knew of it when it was, going through 
Parliament, why did he not oppose it 
and if lie did not know of it, though it 
was eleven weeks through Parliament, it 
proved his utter ignorance of the proceed, 
iiigs of that House. (Cheers.) lliat 
Hon. and Learned Gentleman’s conduct 
was inconsistent with his duty as a Member 
of that House; for, instead of allaying 
irritation, he ivas fomenting it. (Hear.)

commission of fraud—his adversary, the 
judge, is at once impeached amidst the 
plaudits of the House.

iMPEIUAL PARLIAMENT. 

CANADA. 

House of Cojimons, June 18« 

Mr. Roebuck presented a'petition from 
the House of Assembly of Lower Cana¬ 
da coniplaiiiiiig of grievances. Amongst 
their grievances was the estahlislimeht of 
the Land Company, to which the House 
of Assembly was opposed. He stated that 
he was the agent appointed from the As¬ 
sembly, yet he had been required by the 
noble Lord at the head of the Colonial De¬ 
partment to produce liis authority as agent, 
though the same Noble Lord received Mr. 
Neilson and Mr. Walker, who were unac¬ 
credited agents, and who came from the 
clique that set itself up in opposition to 
the popular feelings and wishes in Canada. 
He considered the late Administration more 
liberal tlian the present, and tiie instructions 
of the former wtue more to he approved 
of than those given by trie latter to the 
Commissioners of the-British Government. 
He declared that no person from the As.* 
seinhly would present lii.uself before Lord 
Gosford on his arrival; lie was certain that 
the House of Assembly would declare tliat 
Commission to lie a uuility; and that Coni^ 
niissioii would he attended with no good 
eflect, for it was aulhoii.se(i to inquire into 
matters with which evm y one wa.s acquaint¬ 
ed, instead of being authorised to act. 

8ir George Greg observed that it was

permit* this incessant agitation, which was 
so destructive to property in Canada, and 
which, if it were not put an end to, would 
ultimately tend to sever the connection he 
tween Canada and the molheT eountry, 
(Hear.) 

3Ir. Hume said tliat die hon. and learned 

0^na<^nf»ttn, t.I^o itj* ii;»hpr fur Ltiith, lie DDUSt 
admit, puisued a very singi»ia.t 
reference to the subject of the grievances 
of the Canadians, when he deprecated all 
inquiry, because their grievances were well 
known. He must, however, deny the im^ 
putation which had hc'en attempted to be 
placed upon his Hon. Friend by the Hon. 
member for WorcOvSter, who had accused 
him of neglecting his duty with regard to 
the interests of the Canadians. The peo¬ 
ple of Canada complained that, having a 
representative government, they had not 
all the privileges with which it was by 
right invested. There was a company in 
the case of the Association Bill, which the 
Hon. Member for Worcester had intros 
duced, upon which many thousands would 
he expended, whereas the Legislatures of 
tlie Canadas said that they ouglit to have 
the benefit of that money ; and really the 
subject, as it regarded the incorporating of 
a company in Canada, was not, or ought 
not, to be held to be in the cognizance of 
the House of Commons. Now he would 
contend that the principle of our government 
was that no public money could he applied 
without the sanction of the House of Com 
mons ; therefore the hon. member for Wor¬ 
cester ought to recollect that the govern¬ 
ment of Canada equally claimed the right 
of control over their own expenditure ; 
j^vhereas their expenditure was jobbed in 
this country by the Colonial Department, 
Mr. Neilson, who had been referred to, 
it was said, represented seventy five thou¬ 
sand persons, whilst his hon. and learned 
friend, and the authorised agents from the 
House of Assembly, represented the House 
of Assembly, who represented the opinions 
of no less than 425,000. He (Mr. Hume) 
would state that IMr. Vigiu- (as we under¬ 
stood) could obtain no audience of either 
Lord Stanley, or the Rigfit Hon. s^entle- 
man the member for Cambridge, (Mr. S. 
Rice) when they were respectively Colonial 
Secretaries; and that gentleman actually 
left the country in consequence. Nay, lie 
had even told liini (Mr. Hume) that he 
had 'open spurned from the door of hotfi 
these Secretaries. He really thought that 
the time had arrived when the grievances 
of tfie Canadians should he redressed, and 
l)oth parties fairly lieard. He had hoped, 
indeed, that when the right lion, gentleman, 
now Chancellor of t!ie Exchequer, took 
office that he would at once have healed 
those wounds winch liad rankled too lontr 
in the bosom of the ('anadians. He must 
again assert, for the 20t(i time, that the peo¬ 
ple of Canaihi ought to have the complete 
management and control of their own reve^ 
Hues and projx rty. It vvas not to he ex- 
j)e(‘te(l that an independent Legislature 
would be denied that power wliich tln^ 
present goveiiinieut were most wisely about 


to confer on every petty corporation. The 
want of that power over their own funds 
was precisely the grounds of complaint in 
Canada, and he called upon the Nolde Lord 
o pursue the same sound doctrine of a 
epresentativo system which he was about 
to do in the case of the Municipal corpora¬ 
tion hill. Let liim only do this, and there 
would then be no occasion for sending out 
Lord Gosford to Canada. Let him pursue 
that system and he would hear ot nothing 
hut congratulations from the shores of Can¬ 
ada, instead of bitter complaints and animos- 
Could they he said to have a control 
over their funds? Why the Canadians 
had had £31,000 taken out of their chest, 
without their sanction, by a Colonial Sec 
retary, and applied by him to purposes of 
which he knew nothing whatever. He 
again entreated the Noble Lord, to deal 
with Canada as he would with a Corpora¬ 
tion. 

A message from the Lords here an¬ 
nounced that tliey had passed several Bills, 
&c. 

Mr. Labouciieue was very reluctant to 
protract this discussion, hut he could not 
silently allow the statements which had 
been made to go forth uiicontradicted to 
colonies, which were already much exci¬ 
ted from peculiar causes. Now with ref¬ 
erence to the observations of his lion, friend 
the member for Middlesex, that hon. gens 
tleman liad spoken of a sum of money 
amounting to £31,000 \yiiich had been 
taken from the Canadians. That sum was 
so taken from the military chests which 
was the property of this country. The ap¬ 
plications of that money might he matter 
ig, hut it was not fair to tell 
the Canadians that the money was theirs. 
The Governor for the time thought proper 
to pay the officers of tlie country ; and 
sure he was tliat vv’^ere his right lion, friend 
tlie Chancellor of the Exchequer, who was 
then Secretary for the Colonies, iu his 
place, he would he prepared to defend that 
proceeding. But he must repeat, it was 
not fair to make mis^stateme?its of this kind. 
Tlien, with respect to the different manner 
in which the agents of the House of As 
sembly and those on the other side of the 
question were received by the Colonial Gov¬ 
ernment : the hon. member for Middlesex 
said Mons. Viger had left the country bes 
cause he was unable to obtain an audience 
of the Colonial Secretaries. This gentle¬ 
man was a man of very great respectability, 
an able man ami he (Mr. Lahouchere) had 
been in frequent liahils ol communication 
with him, and he could assure the hon. 
member within his own knowledge, tliat 
during tlie last month he had had constant

Upon this point on his own personal knowl¬ 
edge,) and this gentleman had told him 
tliat he was highly satisfied,^ and exceeding’^ 
ly pleased with the manner iniohich he was 
treated. 

31r. Roebuck asked what month tlie 
right hon. gentlemen alluded to, because 
it could not have been during the last 
month of the residence of Mr. Viger. 

31r. Lahouchere said lie was in error 
thus far—lie shoiihl have stated during the 
last month of the last Session (as we un- 
derstood). During that period be found 
the doors of the Colonial Office open to 
him constantly. Tie would not sit down 
without addressing a very few words to 
the lion, member for Bath He did not 
know whether he would give him credit 
for entertaining a s'uicere desire to see 
those most difficult and important questions 
affecting these great colonies brought to 
an amicable and satisfactory conclusion, 
but he believed at least, that for himself, 
he (Mr. Lahouchere,) according to the mea¬ 
sure of his humble abilities, had never 
failed from exerting every means within 
his power to promote the interests of the 
Canadas, even at a time when he had the 
misfortune to differ from some of his best 
and most valued friends on certain points; 
and he could assure the Honourable Gen^* 
man tliat no earthly considerations should 
ever induce him to deviate from that 
course. But he would appeal to the Hon. 
Member for Bath to consider Avhether the 
course which he was pursuing, and the lan¬ 
guage which he had adopted,not only on 
this but on a former occasion, were .calcu¬ 
lated to obtain the object lie had in view ! 
He had stated that the feelings of the 
Canadians were dangerously excited ; and 
by sucli declarations as these he thought the 
Hon. Gentleman was throwing the most 
serious impediments in tfie way of any 
Government. One subject he must par¬ 
ticularly advert to, as evincing tlie great 
difficulty there was thrown in the way of safe 
ly adjusting the differences wliich unfortu¬ 
nately existed. Trorn communications last 
received from Canada, it appeared that 
certain evidence had been published which 
u Comuii.ttf'e of that House had considered 
it would he dangeious to report to the 
House. He mentioned this fact in the 
presence of the Hon. Member for Bath 
without imputing any thing to him- He 
must confess he was extremely surprised 
on receiving some files of newspapers from 
Canada, to fiml that every word of the ev.- 
idetice to which he alhideii was given. He 
published in some of these papers the 


he did not, and he was most unwilling 
to impute that the Hon. and Learned 
Member for Bath had any hand in this 
proceeding, because he did not believe 
that either he or any other member of 
that Committee, to which he referred, 
would have designedly committed such a 
breach of faith ; but, from the unguarded 
conduct of some Hon. Member, this had 
taken place. He would, therefore warn 
the Hon. Gentleman not to connect him¬ 
self with persons who might furnish him 
with articles and sentiments which assiniL 
lated to the opinions of those persons who 
kept up the unfortunate differences which 
now existed. 

Mr. Roebuck gave the right hon. gentle¬ 
man full credit for the sincerity with which 
he spoke, but bo must, in the same spirit, 
claiu) from liim the same credit for sincer¬ 
ity. The language, indeed, which he used, 
might sometimes, perhaps, go beyond the 
conventional language ot the House. He 
might use strong language, hut the correct¬ 
ness of his statement remained unquestion¬ 
ed by the right hon. gentleman. He (Mr. 
Roebuck) did not use two sorts ol lan¬ 
guage He did not wish to separate the 
colonies from the mother country: his 
wish was to instruct the House in what 
might bo disagreeable to them. He sat there 
the mere historian of facts, and lor this 
he was visited with displeasure, vvliile no 
notice was taken of the evil complained of. 
He complained that those who come over 
to England as agents of the House of 
Assembly of Canada to state the grounds 
of tlieir complaints were turned away from 
the Colonial Office, by persons coming 
over as the representatives of unauthor¬ 
ised powers who were well received. The 
hon. and learned gentleman proceeded to 
declare that he had no hand whatever iu 
the publication of the evidence to which 
the right hon. gentleman opposite hail re*^ 
ferred, but that it had been done against 
his expressed wish. He had stated to the 
parties that it was much against his incli- 
natiori they should publish this evidence 
—that it would he contrary to the usua||^ 
mode of proceeding to do so, and that il it 
were done, he would be individually called 
upon to answer the question whicli hail 
been put him. It was no business of his. 

Mr. Laboughere rose and said that he 
begged to remind the House and the hon. 
and the Jearned gentleman that he had ex¬ 
pressly said he entirely acquitted him of 
being any party to the publication of this 
evidence. He had put no question. 

Sir. R. PbeI asked whether the Com- , 
mission to Canada was completed. 

Sir. G Grey said it was, and that it 
would appear in the first Gazette. 

Sir R. Teel begged to ask if it were 
the intention of Government to communi¬ 
cate to Tarliamerit the course intended to 
be pursued with respect to Canada ? Tiiero 
might he an objection to lay before the 
House the instructions given by Lord Ab¬ 
erdeen to Lord Amiierst, but informa¬ 
tion might be given, and he wished to know 
if it were the intention of Govenniient to 
afford it, for instance, on those points on 
which a settlement could he effected by 
Lord Gosford in Jiis capacity as Governor 
of Canada, distinct from those points ou 
which further inquiry might be desirable. 

Sir G Grey said it was impossible to 
answer the question of the Right Hon. 
Baionet without^ knowing when the House 
of Assembly in Canada was to meet, and 
also knowing how long the present Session 
of Parliament was likely to last. He 
thought the information the Right Hon. 
Baronet desired ought not to he made pub¬ 
lic before Lord Gostord had officially couin 
municated it to the Canadian Government. 
After the communication to the House of 
Assembly, Paiiiaraejit might obtain the in- 
formation wished for, as the present Ses¬ 
sion miglit he protracted such a length of 
time as to enable it to receive it. 

Sir R. Peel deprecated that most sin¬ 
cerely—(“hear,” and laughter). 'I’lie first 
communication should, no doubt, be made 
by Lord Gosford to the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment, hut it was not necessary to wail to 
receive the information from Canada. At 
the period at whicli it was understood iho 
communication was about to he made to 
tfie House of Assembly by Lord Gosford, 
Parliament might he intormed on those 
points to which he had referred. 

Mr. Huaie asked who the other Com¬ 
missioners were who had hefc,q, .appointed 
witii Lord Gosford ?
